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CONDITIONS   OF  SALE 


1.  Rejection  of  Bids.  Any  bid  which  is  not  commensurate  with  the 
value  of  the  article  offered,  or  which  is  merely  a  nominal  or  fractional 
advance  may  be  rejected  by  the  auctioneer  if  in  his  judgment  such  bid 
would  be  likely  to  affect  the  sale  injuriously. 

2.  The  Buyer.  The  highest  bidder  shall  be  the  buyer,  and  if  any  dis- 
pute arises  between  two  or  more  bidders,  the  auctioneer  shall  either 
decide  the  same  or  put  up  for  re-sale  the  lot  so  in  dispute. 

3.  Identification  and  Deposit  by  Buyer.  The  name  of  the  buyer 
of  each  lot  shall  be  given  immediately  on  the  sale  thereof,  and  when 
so  required,  each  buyer  shall  sign  a  card  giving  the  lot  number,  amount 
for  which  sold,  and  his  or  her  name  and  address.  (H.  A  deposit  at 
the  actual  time  of  the  sale  shall  be  made  of  all  or  such  part  of  the 
purchase  prices  as  may  be  required,  d.  If  the  two  foregoing  conditions 
are  not  complied  with,  the  lot  or  lots  so  purchased  may  at  the  option 
of  the  auctioneer  be  put  up  again  and  re-sold. 

4.  Risk  after  Purchase.  Title  passes  upon  the  fall  of  the  auc- 
tioneer's hammer,  and  thereafter  the  property  is  at  the  purchasers' 
risk,  and  neither  the  consignor  nor  the  Association  is  responsible  for 
the  loss  of,  or  any  damage  to  any  article  by  theft,  fire,  breakage,  how- 
ever occasioned,  or  any  other  cause  whatsoever. 

5.  Delivery  of  Purchases.  Delivery  of  any  purchases  will  be  made 
only  upon  payment  of  the  total  amount  due  for  all  purchases  at  the 
sale. 

6.  Receipted  Bills,  Goods  will  only  be  delivered  on  presentation  of 
a  receipted  bill.  A  receipted  bill  presented  by  any  person  will  be 
recognized  and  honored  as  an  order  by  the  buyer,  directing  the  deliv- 
ery to  the  bearer  of  the  goods  described  thereon.  If  a  receipted  bill 
is  lost  before  delivery  of  the  property  has  been  taken,  the  buyer 
should  immediately  notify  the  Association  of  such  loss. 

7.  Storage  in  Default  of  Prompt  Payment  and  Calling  for 
Goods.  Articles  not  paid  for  in  full  and  not  called  for  by  the  pur- 
chaser or  agent  by  noon  of  the  day  following  that  of  the  sale  may  be 
turned  over  by  the  Association  to  some  carter  to  be  carried  to  and 
stored  in  some  warehouse  until  the  time  of  the  delivery  therefrom  to 
the  purchaser,  and  the  cost  of  such  cartage  and  storage  and  any  other 
charges  will  be  charged  against  the  purchaser  and  the  risk  of  loss  or 
damage  occasioned  by  such  removal  or  storage  will  be  upon  the  pur- 
chaser. CO.  In  any  instance  where  the  purchase  bill  has  not  been  paid 
in  full  by  noon  of  the  day  following  that  of  the  sale,  the  Association 
and  the  auctioneer  reserve  the  right,  any  other  stipulation  in  these 
conditions  of  sale  notwithstanding,  in  respect  to  any  or  all  lots  included 
in  the  purchase  bill,  at  its  or  his  option,  either  to  cancel  the  sale 
thereof  or  to  re-sell  the  same  at  public  or  private  sale  without  further 
notice  for  the  account  of  the  buyer  and  to  hold  the  buyer  responsible 
for  any  deficiency  and  all  losses  and  expenses  sustained  in  so  doing. 
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8.  Shipping.  Shipping,  boxing  or  wrapping  of  purchases  is  a  business 
in  which  the  Association  is  in  no  wise  engaged,  but  the  Association 
will,  however,  afford  to  purchasers  every  facility  for  employing  at 
current  and  reasonable  rates  carriers  and  packers:  doing  so,  however, 
without  any  assumption  of  responsibility  on  its  part  for  the  acts  and 
charges  of  the  parties  engaged  for  such  service. 

9.  Guaranty.  The  American  Art  Association  guarantees  that  each 
and  every  lot  in  the  present  sale  has  been  fairly  and  accurately  de- 
scribed. And  the  buyer  is  allowed  whatever  time  is  needed  in  order 
to  verify  descriptions  as  given  in  the  catalogue.  The  guaranty  does 
not,  however,  cover  ordinary  repairs,  e.  g.,  mending  elements  of 
armor,  restrapping,  reriveting,  replacement  of  buckles,  or  retouching 
black  armor  when  the  color  has  been  cleaned  away:  or  mending,  or 
even  replacing  grips,  or  strings.  Dates  here  given  are  approximate: 
before  each  year  number  the  word  "about"  is  understood. 

10.  Records.  The  records  of  the  auctioneer  and  the  Association  are 
in  all  cases  to  be  considered  final  and  the  highest  bid  shall  in  all  cases 
be  accepted  by  both  buyer  and  seller  as  the  value  against  which  all 
claims  for  losses  or  damage  shall  lie. 

11.  Buying  on  Order.  Buying  or  bidding  by  the  Association  for  re- 
sponsible parties  on  orders  transmitted  to  it  by  mail,  telegraph,  or 
telephone,  if  conditions  permit,  will  be  faithfully  attended  to  without 
charge  or  commission.  Any  purchases  so  made  will  be  subject  to  the 
foregoing  conditions  of  sale,  except  that,  in  the  event  of  a  purchase 
of  a  lot  of  one  or  more  books  by  or  for  a  purchaser  who  has  not 
through  himself  or  his  agent  been  present  at  the  exhibition  or  sale,  the 
Association  will  permit  such  lot  to  be  returned  within  ten  days  from 
the  date  of  sale,  and  the  purchase  money  will  be  refunded  if  the  lot 
differs  from  its  catalogue  description.  (H.  Orders  for  execution  by  the 
Association  should  be  given  with  such  clearness  as  to  leave  no  room 
for  misunderstanding.  Not  only  should  the  lot  number  be  given, 
but  also  the  title,  and  bids  should  be  stated  to  be  so  much  for  the  lot, 
and  when  the  lot  consists  of  one  or  more  volumes  of  books  or  objects 
of  art,  the  bid  per  volume  or  piece  should  also  be  stated.  If  the  one 
transmitting  the  order  is  unknown  to  the  Association,  a  deposit  must 
be  sent  or  reference  submitted.  Shipping  directions  should  also  be 
given.

Introductory  ^AQote 


ARMS  and  Armor  of  high  quality  rank  in  the  mind  of  the  col- 
lector as  among  not  only  most-to-be-desired  but  even  rarest  of 
objects  of  art.  Nor  has  he  discovered  that  their  rarity  has  been 
lessened  by  the  sales  of  the  past  few  years,  which,  as  a  result  of  the  World 
War,  relocated  from  those  ancient  armories  which  could  at  any  time  be 
accessible  to  him  some  of  the  best  materials;  for  he  has  seen  them  slip 
through  his  fingers  and  into  the  permanent  cases  of  museums.  In  a  word, 
the  original  sources  yielding  beautiful  armor  have  almost  disappeared, — 
sources  which  even  in  our  day  were  few,  as  a  result  of  the  collecting  activ- 
ities of  i.a.,  Napoleon  III,  William  H.  Riggs,  Sir  Richard  Wallace,  Fred- 
erick Stibbert  and  the  Due  de  Dino,  whose  princely  finds  in  each  instance 
have  since  disappeared  from  the  market — again  passing  into  the  pos- 
session of  museums. 

The  Armor  and  Arms  now  placed  in  public  sale,  coming  from  several 
owners,  are  worthy  of  the  consideration  both  of  great  museums  and  of 
serious  amateurs.  Many  specimens  are  offered  which  are  unusual  in 
artistic  merit  and  historical  importance.  The  illustrations  in  this  cata- 
logue give  an  idea  of  the  quality  of  these  objects,  though  much  excellent 
material  remains  unfigured. 

In  a  general  way  the  following  lots  deserve  attention: 

I.  A  suit  of  gothic  armor  of  great  rarity  [Lot  301]. 

II.  A  tilting  suit  [No.  299]  on  whose  breast-plate  is  the  poingon 
of  the  Augsburg  armorer,  Peffenhauser, — maker  of  armor  for  the  courts 
of  Spain,  Portugal,  Bavaria  and  Saxony,  including  the  harness  of  Dom 
Sebastian,  one  of  the  most  important  in  the  world. 

III.  A  fluted  Maximilian  suit  of  1520  of  high  quality  [No.  142]. 

IV.  Six  finely  engraved  head  pieces  [Nos.  199-204];  one  of  them, 
Portuguese,  is  possibly  unique. 

V.  Engraved,  shafted  weapons  of  historical  interest;  among  others 
Nos.  233-236,  272. 

VI.  A  good  series  of  rich  rapiers,  including  one  [No.  289],  re- 
taining its  original  gilding,  accompanied  by  foining  dagger  [No.  290] 
en  suite, — apparently  the  only  instance  of  the  kind  to  be  recorded  in  an 
American  sale.  In  connection  with  this  appears  a  rare  and  beautiful 
carrier  of  rapier  [No.  292]. 

VII.  Several  curious  and  extremely  rare  objects  of  perishable  ma- 
terials used  in  connection  with  ancient  warfare.  Note  Nos.  282,  9-10,  36, 
60,  61. 

VIII.  Pistols,  few  in  number  but  unusual  in  quality  and  in  historical 
importance,  occurring  always  in  braces.   Nos.  116-119,  273-274. 

IX.  Daggers,  also  few  in  number,  but  in  several  cases  of  historical 
interest;  note  here  the  foining  dagger  from  the  Johannaeum  whose  guard 
is  almost  the  largest  of  its  kind.  No.  284. 

X.  Powder  Flasks  in  variety. 


XI.  Numerous  Guns  of  Artistic  Merit,  one  of  these  with 
carved  stock  [No.  198],  Swabian,  apparently  by  a  member  of  the  famous 
Maucher  family.  Hunting  guns  dating  roundly  1700-1750,  numerous  but 
without  duplicates, — executed  by  great  arquebusiers, — German,  French 
and  Italian,  carefully  wrought  in  barrel,  stock,  and  lock,  many  of  them 
delicately  engraved  with  personages  and  hunting  scenes  whose  quality  is 
poorly  pictured  in  the  rubbings  shown  in  the  present  text, — guns  which  were 
prepared  for  one  of  the  most  august  art-loving  princes  of  his  day  for 
the  use  of  himself  or  of  his  honored  guests.  Other  guns  of  high  quality 
belonged  to  the  court  of  the  Saxon  electors,  of  the  epoch  of  Christian  I,  II 
and  Johann  Georg;  they  came  recently  from  the  Johannaeum  in  Dresden. 
Of  these,  apparently  unique,  is  a  garniture  consisting  of  splendid  rifles 
[No.  286]  designed  for  a  lady  of  the  court,  and  for  a  small  child 
[No.  287]. 

XII.  As  Arms  and  Armor  for  Children  are  of  no  little  inter- 
est,— if  only  that  they  are  a  hundred  fold  rarer  than  similar  objects  for 
men,  several  other  specimens  may  here  be  mentioned: — child's  closed 
casque  [No.  123]  which  in  its  day  must  have  shone  resplendent,  covered 
with  bands  alternately  blued  and  gilded,  a  little  pole  arm  [No.  122],  a 
second  gun  [No.  121]  and  a  laminated  back-plate  [No.  120]. 

XIII.  Surgical  Apparatus.  In  this  connection  one  may  note  the 
services  of  the  ancient  armorer  in  behalf  of  sick  children  in  providing  the 
surgeon  with  steel  devices  for  straightening  legs  and  backs, — devices  here 
shown,  together  with  a  mechanical  hand  of  steel,  also  a  surgical  arm,  in 
Lots  67-73,  forming  together  a  little  collection  which  is  possibly  unique. 

As  the  most  important  lot  in  the  present  sale  the  deeply  versed  col- 
lector will  probably  select  the 

XIV.  Mid-fourteenth  Bascinet,  which  is  almost  a  heaume,  Lot 
270, — the  like  of  which  occurs  but  in  few  museums  in  the  world. 

Authenticity:  The  American  Art  Association  expressly  guaran- 
tees that  all  objects  now  in  Public  Sale  are  of  the  date  indicated;  that  de- 
scriptions given  have  been  revised  by  eminent  specialists  and  are  to  be 
accepted  literally;  that  each  buyer  will  be  allowed  whatever  time  is  needed 
in  order  to  examine  his  lots  more  carefully  or  to  obtain  additional  ex- 
pertises.  [See  Guaranty  §-9,  under  Conditions  of  Sale]. 

As  to  the  provenience  of  these  objects.  Twenty-five  of  them  come 
from  the  Electoral  Cabinet  in  Dresden.  About  as  many  more  are  from  the 
family  armory  of  the  Radziwill;  forty  lots  are  provided  by  an  ancient 
Rittersaal  of  a  Bohemian  castle;  twenty-seven  belonged  to  the  Henry  G. 
Keasbey  collection;  of  the  remainder,  the  greater  part  were  sent  to  us 
from  an  historical  castle  where  they  had  been  ever  preserved.  In  general, 
one  object  in  every  six  can  here  be  connected,  as  personal  or  state  be- 
longings, with  historical  personages  [see  adjacent  list].

Inflammable  ring  made  up  largely  of  pitch,  which  was  thrown  down 
quoit-fashion  from  the  walls  of  the  castle  on  the  heads  of  an 
escalading  party.  Diameter  8  inches.  The  present  specimen  may  well 
date  from  an  early  period  [XV  century]  when  the  use  of  such  in- 
flammable material,  "Greek-fire,"  reached  its  highest  development, 
later  to  be  replaced  by  artillery  and  firearms.  The  present  speci- 
men was  discovered  under  the  eaves  of  the  garret  of  an  ancient 
castle  near  Switzerland.  No  similar  specimen  is  recalled  in 
European  collections. 


ID.  "Crown  of  Fire" 

Specimen  similar  to  foregoing,  but  of  greater  size.  Diameter  14 
O    inches.    Dropped  over  a  head  it  could  be  disengaged  hardly  in  time 

to  avoid  serious  wounds.  The  terrifying  effect  of  such  "Greek  fire" 

was  also  a  potent  factor  in  its  use.

The  great  ferrule  and  chape  show  indented  borders,  groups 
of  file-lines  and  a  charming  design  in  baroque  carried  out  by  means 
of  a  rocking  tool,  the  adroit  management  of  which  in  running  fine 
lines  to  minute  pattern,  one  can  fully  appreciate  who  has  attempted 
to  use  so  "contrary"  an  instrument.  The  leather  scabbard  shows 
traces  of  excellent  stamp-work  in  pine-cone  pattern,

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20A.  Flintlock  Rifle  Austrian,  XVIII  Century 

.  Converted  into  percussion  during  the  first  half  of  the  nineteenth  cen- 
tury, when  it  was  also  provided  with  flash  guard.  Barrel  hex- 
^,^agonal;  its  anterior  two-thirds,  scarred  on  upper  surface  file-fishion 
so  as  to  prevent  slipping  of  gripping  hand.  Stock  heavy,  its  contour 
suggesting  the  Kentucky  rifle,  but  with  original  manner  of  support- 
ing cheek  when  gun  is  sighted,  a  great  concave  rounded  outlap,  no 
less  than  7  inches  in  height,  extending  downward.  Trigger  guard 
in  manner  of  wheellock  rifles.  Thumb  socket  present,  deeply  con- 
cave, enabling  firm  grip  and  keeping  thumb-nail  flush  with  surface 
of  stock.  Obviously  an  arm  of  precision  designed  for  an  expert 
marksman  who  was  an  experimenter  and  also,  as  it  happens,  left- 
handed.

They 
may  well  have  been  more  serviceable  in  firing  continuous  salutes, 
in  the  manner  of  fire-crackers,  when  scattered  about  the  walls  of 
the  castle;  i.e.,  serving  as  "wild  fire"  with  a  continuity  and  rapidity 
which  for  centuries  has  been  proverbial.  At  the  present  day  few 
know  the  origin  of  the  phrase,  "things  went  off  like  wildfire,"  and 
few  have  seen  this  precursor  of  the  machine  gun.

Halberd  portion  of  arm  curiously  shaped,  the  beak  being  higher 
than  the  body  of  the  blade.  The  latter  is  stocky  with  short  cres- 
centic  border,  and  its  ornamentation  consists  of  perforated  dots 
and  crosses.  The  prominent  cross  on  the  blade  suggests  Calatrava. 
Arm  originally  blackened. 

This  curious  bayonet  is  an  early  experimental  form;  in  token 
of  this  note:  [i]  the  little  prong,  which,  as  an  afterthought,  appears 
to  have  been  punched  out  at  the  base  of  the  halberd  in  order  to 
insure  firmer  lodgment  on  the  brim  of  the  ferrule;  [2]  the  thickened 
base  of  the  plate  of  the  halberd;  [3]  the  slight  outrounding  gradu- 
ated exactly  to  keep  bayonet  and  halberd  out  of  the  line  of  fire,  yet, 
to  retain  its  straightness  as  a  thrusting  weapon.  The  maker  had 
evidently  in  mind  that,  while  the  musketeer  needed  a  pike,  he  needed 
also  an  arm  which  had  the  capabilities  of  the  halberd  in  chopping, 
hooking  and  picking.  This  curious  specimen  ranks  with  the  plug- 
bayonet  as  one  of  the  earliest  phases  in  the  evolution  of  the  bayonet. 
The  only  specimen  of  its  type  recalled.

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ARMOR  AS  SURGICAL  DEVICES 


The  armorer  in  earlier  centuries  served  as  an  import- 
ant aid  to  the  surgeon.  He  it  was  who  prepared  flexible, 
mechanical  gauntlets  for  those  whose  hands  had  been  lost  in 
battle, — and  the  maimed  in  those  days  were  many.  Among 
other  appliances,  he  prepared  corselets  for  young  hunch- 
backs, splints  for  broken  members,  articulated  arm  and  leg 
gear  for  bow-legged  children,  and  curious  and  ingenious 
gear  for  joint  troubles,  especially  in  cases  where  practically 
new  joints  were  to  be  grown, — devices  which  seem  curiously 
modern  to  the  orthopedic  practitioner  of  today.  The  pres- 
ent little  collection  is  apparently  the  only  one  extant,  not  in 
this  country  only  but  in  Europe,  in  the  sense  of  showing  a 
range  of  forms  of  high  quality  and  of  early  period,  i.e., 
earlier  than  1700.

remains],  held  in  movable  carriers.  The  elbow,  meanwhile,  could 
be  kept  in  close  rapport  with  this  opening  and  closing  movement 
by  means  of  a  screw  at  the  elbow  tip  which  could  be  tightened  at 
will,  this  pushing  on  a  piston-like  plate  which  was  cushioned,  as 
was  in  fact  the  entire  inner  surface  of  the  mechanical  arm.  Five 
rows  of  rivets  with  washers  bear  witness  to  the  manner  in  which 
the  cushioning  of  the  arm  was  effected.

The  Corselet  of  this  suit  belonged  formerly  to  Prince  Carl  of 
Prussia;  other  elements,  almost  identical  in  period,  workmanship, 
style,  are  from  the  ancient  armory  of  the  family  Radziwill,  and 
are  believed  to  have  been  purchased  by  their  forebear,  who  was 
ambassador  from  Poland  to  the  court  of  Maximilian  [Nicolas  III, 
1470-1522].  Here  he  remained  for  several  years  during  the  second 
decade  of  the  sixteenth  century;  he  is  credited  with  bringing  back 
to  his  castle  in  Poland  two  hundred  Maximilian  harnesses  for  man 
and  horse!  Historically  this  personage  occupies  a  high  position; 
he  it  was  who  saved  Lithuania  from  the  Russians  and  checked  the 
diplomatic  negotiations  of  Czar  and  Maximilian  who  aimed  to 
dismember  Poland.

Elbow  Gauntlets,  mittens  of  similar  period,  but  not  belonging  to  the 
present  armor.    Note  an  original  lining. 

Hip-thigh-knee  Defenses,  a  Tecrevisse;  wide  type,  which  caused  to 
be  developed  the  exaggerated  thighs,  having  mattressed  lining,  of 
the  leg-clothing  of  this  period  ["ten-breeches"],  i.e.,  as  great 
cushions  against  blows,  which  were  worn  till  the  last  quarter  of  the 
seventeenth  century.  Noteworthy  in  the  present  defenses  is  their 
outbent  form  for  use  on  horseback.

It  is  a  splen- 
did specimen  of  an  engraved  black-and-white  banded  helmet.  The 
breast-plate  and  right  gauntlet,  while  of  the  period,  have  been  ar- 
ranged to  complete  the  present  armor.  With  it  are  mounted  two 
excellent  Chain  mail  sleeves  of  the  period. 

Of  this  type  of  armor,  evidently  worn  by  an  officer  of  high 
rank,  only  about  ten  authentic  specimens  appear  to  be  known.

holes;  the  inner  with  attache  for  cheek  straps,  the  outer  with  loops 
for  attaching  bridle.  Very  curious  is  the  bar  to  which  the  leading 
strap  was  apparently  fastened;  it  has  at  one  end  a  square  plate, 
which  must  have  pressed  against  the  cheek  of  the  horse,  and  aided 
as  a  signal  in  leading.  It  could  not  have  been  rotated  since 
the  hanger  of  the  cheek  strap  was  so  fastened  that  this  bar  could 
not  be  turned.  The  present  object  was  unearthed  in  Northern  Spain 
by  the  late  Don  Jose  Florit,  the  learned  director  of  the  armor  mu- 
seum in  Madrid.  With  its  spur  [No.  171]  it  rivals  in  rarity  the 
Crusader's  helmet  [No.  270]  of  the  present  collection.  The  num- 
ber of  known  bits  of  this  kind  are  apparently  to  be  counted  on  the 
fingers  of  one  hand.  Compare  Dr.  Robert  Forrer's  work  on  "Bits," 
PI.  IV,  fig.  5,  from  the  Latene  [Zurich  Museum];  he  figured  no 
Visigothic  specimen.

Material 
is  Damascus  or  wootz  steel  of  very  fine  texture. 

The  present  object,  of  high  quality  and  extraordinary  preserva- 
tion comes  from  the  cabinet  of  Don  Jose  Florit  and  is  from  the 
same  region  as  the  Visigothic  "bit"  of  the  preceding  lot. 

Dr.  Forrer  in  his  book  on  Spurs  [1891]  describes  no  spur  of 
this  particular  variety;  his  most  similar  specimen,  PI.  Ill,  is  "Im- 
perial Roman."

Shaft  richly  carved  throughout  its  entire  length.  Its  dark  color 
and  the  patine  of  its  figures  in  relief  produce  an  effect  especially  rich. 
On  the  faceted  ridge  between  base  of  barrel  and  butt,  appears  a 
running  pattern  of  acanthus,  fruit,  swag,  rosette,  and  a  delightfully 
treated  plant,  whose  flower  bears  the  initials  G  M,  the  carver.  On 
the  lock  side  of  the  gun  are  shown,  freely  and  effectively,  hunting 
scenes.  In  the  forest  silhouetted  by  tree  trunks,  hunter  on  horse- 
back, armed  with  boar  spear,  following  hounds  overtaking  rabbits; 
also  boars  and  hounds.  Below  trigger-guard  a  delightful  composi- 
tion in  late  renaissance,  including  mermaid,  scrolls  and  flowers,  a 
skilfully  composed  head  of  seraph,  and  a  rosette  in  which  three 
rabbits  scurry  each  after  the  other  endlessly,  all  within  the  ring  of 
the  rosette,  their  ears  merging  in  an  ornamental  triangle  worthy  of 
Hidari  Jingoro. 

On  cheek-plate,  backing  trigger-guard,  is  a  curious  composition 
of  monkeys  and  fruit.  Near  the  butt-plate  a  cat  holds  a  new-born 
kitten  in  her  mouth.  The  helplessness  of  the  kitten  is  admirably 
pictured.  The  carver's  greatest  effort  has  been  expended  on  the 
cheek-plate  side  of  the  stock.  On  the  cheek-plate  itself,  bordered 
with  renaissance  ornament,  appears  "Asia"  personified  by  goddess  in 
richly  throned  car  drawn  by  camels,  caparisoned.  She  looks  back- 
ward as  she  swings  a  fuming  censer — object  of  great  interest  ap- 
parently to  little  elephant  in  background  and  to  shepherd  on  the 
hillside.  Forward  of  this  appears  Acteon  who,  surprising  Diana 
in  the  bath,  is  turned  into  a  stag  as  far  as  head  and  horns.  Diana 
and  her  attendants  take  the  matter  lightly,  splashing  water  in  the 
hunter's  face;  the  hounds  of  the  goddess,  however,  are  more  seri- 
ous, pull  Acteon  down  and  destroy  him;  then  they  dash  away,  cap- 
ture one  fox  and  lose  another.  The  whole  treatment  is  simple  but 
surprisingly  animated  and  in  a  way  humorous.  Note  for  example 
the  repetition  of  rabbits  [hares]  as  a  play  by  the  maker  of  the  shaft 
upon  the  name  HAS,  the  maker  of  the  barrel.  Ramrod  of  exotic 
wood,  mottled.  Mountings  of  bone  engraved.  Lid  of  pyrites-box  is 
of  the  period  but  has  been  adapted;  its  marginal  border  restored. 
The  letter  "f"  appears  carved  near  lock-plate  [probably  initial  of 
owner].

This  gun  formed  one  of  a  princely  series  of  which  "Europe", 
"Africa"  and  "America"  may  later  be  identified.  The  maker  unques- 
tionably belonged  to  the  Swabian  school  whose  works  were  in  high 
renown  during  the  second  half  of  the  seventeenth  century.  The  ini- 
tials on  a  Swabian  stock  G  M  at  this  period  and  in  this  particular 
manner  indicate  strongly  that  its  maker  was  of  the  family  of 
Maucher,  whose  Michael  Maucher  was  the  most  distinguished  [Cf. 
Boheim,  Meister  der  Waffenschmiedekunst,  pp.  129-130,  who  notes 
that  specimens  of  his  work  "show  uncommon  adroitness  and  vivacity, 
withal  graceful  and  correct;  they  belong  among  the  most  costly 
objects  which  can  be  found  in  collections"  .  .  .]

Etched  on  each  side  of  the 
bowl  of  the  casque,  framed  in  scrolls  and  suspended  by  ribbons, 
is  a  large  medallion,  the  one  representing  Horatio  holding  the 
bridge;  the  other  Scaevola.  Above  the  latter  on  scroll  the  name 
MUCio.  Both  medallions  are  highly  decorative  against  blackened 
dotted  background,  combining  admirably  with  great  dolphin-heads, 
which  emerge  from  the  border  front  and  back,  filling  out  inter- 
mediate space.  Apex  of  casque  enclosed  with  acanthus  ornament 
applique.  Color  has  been  restored,  including  much  of  the  mercury 
gilding. 

The  casque  was  for  many  years  in  the  possession  of  M.  Cesar 
Balliard,  notary  of  Regnier  in  the  Haute  Savoie.  He  obtained  it 
from  a  farmer  in  the  neighborhood,  who  discovered  it  in  a  corn- 
bin  in  one  of  the  outbuildings  of  the  castle  of  Chambery,  where  it 
had  evidently  formed  part  of  the  ancient  ducal  armory,  dating  from 
the  time  when  Chambery  was  the  capital  of  Savoy. 

A  heavy  form,  weighing  4.5  lbs.,  notably  heavier  than  other 
morion-cabassets  in  the  present  collection.

In  the 
middle  on  either  side  are  two  engraved  portrait  busts,  framed  in 
scrolls  and  traceries;  with  them  numerous  inscriptions.  The  four

The  hilt  of  this  sword  is  of  the  pillow  sword  type;  it  is  un- 
worthy of  and  later  in  date  than  the  splendid  blade.  The  grip  is 
modern. 

From  its  inscription  the  present  sword,  if  it  did  not  belong  to 
Spinola  himself,  was  made  for  one  of  his  distinguished  admirers, 
who  would  place  him  shoulder  to  shoulder  with  the  greatest  of  his 
epoch,  whether  Protestant  or  Catholic.  Ambrogio  de  Spinola  [1570- 
1630]  was  then  high  in  the  service  of  Philip  III;  he  had  captured 
Ostend,  had  commanded  against  Maurice  of  Nassau  until  the  peace 
of  1609.  In  spite  of  his  friendly  association  on  the  present  blade 
with  Frederick,  ruler  of  the  Palatinate,  he  seems  to  have  conquered 
this  province  within  the  coming  year.  The  blade  is  an  historical 
document  of  considerable  interest. 
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239-   Boar  Spear  Austrian  [made  for  Spaini,  1 580-1600

The  blazon  suggests  very  closely  Philip  II  himself,  bearing  his 
inshield  of  Portugal  [annexed  1580].  The  placing  of  the  arms  of 
Jerusalem  in  the  first  quartering,  with  Naples,  Austria  and  Valencia 
in  the  fourth,  with  Spain  in  second  and  third,  associate  the  object 
with  a  ducal  member  of  his  immediate  family.

Suggests  closely  the  heaume  of  the  period  in  its  two  components, 
the  teste,  or  cap,  and  the  great  plate  which  surrounds  the  rest  of 
O  O  the  head,  front  and  back.  Bascinets  of  this  type  are  pictured  in 
Italian  primitives  of  mid-tricento.  The  teste  is  nearly  conical, 
slightly  ridged,  quite  fourteenth  century  in  treatment.  The  great 
plate  originally  reached  down  to  and  was  supported  by  the  wearer's 
padded  shoulders.  While  in  a  heaume  such  a  defense  would  be 
formed  as  a  broad  ring  ridged  in  the  mid-plane  of  the  nose,  the 
present  bascinet  here  opens  in  a  slit,  much  as  in  highly  developed 
barbutes  of  a  century  later,  in  which  for  the  rest,  the  helmet  is  made 
of  a  single  piece,  closely  modeled  to  the  head,  and  ridged  front 
and  back,  never  conical;  lower  rim  with  outrolled  border. 

The  present  bascinet  bears  small  holes  in  transverse  line,  rather 
high,  for  attaching  the  padded  lining;  it  bears  a  small  nasal  which 
was  in  such  a  fragile  condition  from  rust  that  it  has  lately  been 
backed  with  a  small  plate  of  iron.  Similarly  reinforced  is  the  conical 
apex.  Other  minor  repairs  have  been  made,  as  one  may  see  examin- 
ing the  casque  from  within.  On  the  outside  in  the  occipital  region 
one  notes  device  of  the  ancient  armorer  who  marked  teste  and  great 
plate  at  corresponding  points  so  that  he  might  know  exactly  where 
his  plates  were  to  be  matched  together:  to  this  end  he  made  punch- 
marks  forming  trefoils  above  and  below. 

The  present  specimen  is  probably  the  rarest  as  well  as  the  most 
interesting  object  in  the  collection. 

From  the  ancient  armory  of  a  castle  on  an  island  in  the  Eastern 
Mediterranean  which  during  the  fifteenth  century  was  taken 
and  dismantled  by  the  Turks.  It  was  one  of  the  points  of  call 
of  Crusaders  on  their  way  from  Venice  to  the  Holy  Land.

Padua  near  the  inner  wall,  at  a  depth  which  associated  it  with  sev- 
eral fifteenth  century  daggers:  hence  it  had  lain  untouched.  Its 
tragic  story  was  this:  It  had  been  pierced  by  three  arrows  [or  bolts] 
and  had  resisted  a  fourth.  These  had  rolled  the  shattered  metal 
in  such  a  way  as  to  indicate  that  the  shots  entered  from  below  and 
somewhat  in  front  [see  the  accompanying  figure].  These  perfora- 
tions, we  are  led  to  conclude,  were  hardly  the  result  of  contemporary 
casual  markmanship  with  a  view  of  testing  the  strength  of  the 
casque;  for  every  fifteenth  century  bowman  must  have  been  told 
that  a  helmet  was  weak  if  shot  at  from  within.  Still  less  would 
an  officer  on  the  wall  have  held  up  in  such  a  position  as  a  mark  for 
the  enemy  so  costly  a  headpiece,  a  casque  of  proof,  which  a  com- 
mon soldier  could  have  ill  afforded  to  wear.  It  is  far  more  probable 
that  he  had  exposed  his  head  and  while  gazing  toward  the  horizon 
was  ambushed  directly  from  below.  The  missiles  would  then  have 
taken  about  the  position  shown  in  the  figure.  When  the  body  was 
removed  the  arrows  were  drawn  out  and  the  riddled  headpiece 
was,  as  an  unlucky  object,  dropped  into  the  moat. 

It  is  a  pity  that  the  steel  roundels  covering  the  ears  were  first 
removed  for  they  would  otherwise  have  been  discovered  in  the  mud 
near  the  casque — and  become  the  first  specimen  known  to  us  of  a 
defense  which  has  often  appeared  in  contemporary  paintings,  tap- 
estry or  stained  glass. 
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271A.  Fauchard  Portuguese,  1480 

This  type  is  close  to  the  ancestral  guisarme, — wide  blade,  still  knife- 
aped;  basal  processes  not  yet  developed  as  spines;  small  eminence 
back  of  blade  which  later  became  the  prong. 

Only  four  museums  are  recalled  in  which  this  characteristic 
Portuguese  Gothic  form  is  represented.  It  is  from  a  government 
arsenal  dating  from  the  time  of  Henry  the  Navigator  and  Em- 
manuel the  Fortunate.

The  heavy 
full  black  shaft  is  relieved  with  numerous  longitudinal  strips  of 
bone,  and  of  the  same  white  color,  engraved  in  black  with  late  renais- 
sance ornaments,  rosettes,  cartouches  and  terminal  running  bands 
at  right  angles  to  the  axis  of  the  stock.

present  year,  when  Frederick  Haenisch  died  in  Dresden.

We  know  of  but  one  other  garniture  of  this  type  and  period 
in  the  United  States. 

In  token  of  the  high  quality  of  this  garniture,  note  that  an 
extremely  similar  rapier  and  dagger  appear  in  a  portrait  of  the 
youthful  Philip  III:  this  painting  was  formerly  in  the  Stanford 
White  collection  and  was  until  recently  exhibited  in  Gallery  H  9 
of  the  Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art.

'  brace  the  broad  blade.  Finally,  the  heavy  spherical  pommel  is  obvi- 
ously designed  to  counterbalance  the  weight  of  the  blade.  On  the 
other  hand  the  slim  strands  of  the  swept-hilt  aim  to  give  a  sem- 
blance of,  or  an  actual  lightness  to  the  sword.  These  features  con- 
sidered together  place  the  present  specimen  among  rare  types  of 
the  sixteenth  century  swords.

This  breast-plate  bears  the  guild  mark  of  Augsburg  and  the  per- 
sonal poingon  of  the  Augsburg  armorer  ANTON  peffen- 
HAUSER.  Anton  Peffenhauser,  1 525-1603,  possibly  most  distin- 
guished of  German  armorers,  certainly  best  known  of  the  School  of 
Augsburg,  prepared  the  embossed  harness  of  King  Sebastian  of 
Portugal  [now  in  Madrid]  and  costly  armor  for  Philip  II,  William 
of  Bavaria  and  the  Electors  of  Saxony,  Christian  I,  Christian  II, 
Johann  Georg  I.  One  of  his  half-suits  blued  and  gilded  is  in  the 
Metropolitan  Museum.  He  has  an  extensive  bibliography;  medals 
were  struck  in  his  honor.  Cf.  Boheim,  Meister  der  JFaffenschmiede- 
kunst,  Berlin,  Bloeser,  1897,  pp.  158-161.  To  this  breast-plate  have 
been  adapted  heavy  tassets  of  four  lames. 

Bolted  to  haute  piece  and  breast-plate  is  the  fine  manteau 
d'armes,  with  its  original  ridges  and  border  designed  to  catch  the 
point  and  to  shatter  the  deeply  grooved  shaft  of  the  opposing  lance. 
Shoulders  and  Arm  Defenses  Complete  ivith  Gauntlets.  The  left 
elbow  is  enclosed  in  a  reinforcing  piece.  The  left  gauntlet  is  the 
heavy  miton  used  in  tilting  to  protect  the  bridle  hand.  The  right 
miton  is  also  an  exceptionally  fine  specimen. 
Cuissard  with  Knee  cotnplete. 

Leg  Defenses,  Entire,  of  One  Side,  Including  Solleret.  On  the  op- 
posite side  only  a  few  lames  are  of  the  period.  The  present  armor 
with  minor  additions  is  from  the  armory  of  the  Princes  Radziwill. 
Its  pieces  were  unquestionably  included  in  a  series  of  tilting  har-  • 
nesses  prepared  in  Augsburg  for  Christopher  I,  Nicholas,  1547- 
1603. 

The  Tilting  Lance  accompanying,  is  of  the  type  used  with  the  pres- 
ent manteau  d'armes.   It  is  sold  as  No.  297. 

Note:  A  harness  for  tilting  is  rarissima.  It  is  safe  to  say  that  of  all  suits 
which  have  come  into  the  market  during  the  past  half-century,  less  than  two 
percent  are  specialized  for  tilting. 
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300.  Three-quarter  Black  and  Gilded  Suit  of  Laminated 

Armor  Bohemian,  1620 

Borders  and  rivet  heads  originally  fire-gilt.     All  elements,  nasal 
..--^uard  excepted,  are  authentic  and  of  the  period.    Decorated  with 
numerous  [1200]  rivets.    Present  gilding  almost  entirely  modern; 
numerous  pieces  reblackened. 

Casque,  an  open  burganet  with  large  cheek  plates,  neck  defense  of 
lames  and  bowl  broadly  fluted.  The  original  width  of  the  nasal 
defense  is  indicated  by  indentations  for  side  of  eye  shown  in  cheek- 
plate. 

Breast-plate  of  ten  lames  with  borders  faceted;  articulating  gussets; 
heavy  form  [9.5  lbs.].  Characteristic  "anime"  harness,  commonly 
regarded  as  Venetian  or  Genoese,  since  it  could  comfortably  be  used 
in  maritime  warfare, — the  flexible  lames  accommodating  the  wearer 
to  the  movements  of  the  boat.  On  the  other  hand,  the  rare  speci- 
mens of  these  harnesses  which  have  come  down  to  us  are  from 
Hungary  and  Bohemia,  when  the  "anime"  was  equally  adapted  to 
the  leaping  and  bucking  of  horses. 
Garde-reins,  deep  model  of  four  lames. 

Pauldrons,  with  widely  overlapping  shoulders,  having  twelve  lames 
to  elbow,  decorated  with  about  400  rivets. 

Elbow  Gauntlets,  slightly  earlier  in  date,  German,  bearing  poingon 
of  Nuremberg. 

Leg-defenses  a  I'Ecrevisse,  of  twenty  lames,  moderately  wide  only, 
with  finely  modeled  knees  and  knee-shells, — the  last  with  radiating 
roped  ribs,  and  decorated  with  nearly  600  rivet-heads.  In  this  region 
the  gilding  of  borders  was  preserved  notably.  Also  in  its  covered 
border  [the  leg-armor  could  be  detached  from  braconniere]  the 
scalloped  velvet  is  retained:  this  border  of  velvet  originally  extended 
around  cuissards  and  shoulder  guards. 

The  present  specimen  is  historical;  it  was  worn  by  one  of  the 
Counts  of  Blauda — in  the  Carpathians. 
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301.   Suit  of  Gothic  Armor  German,  Late  XV  Century 

Made  for  Portugal,  Of  bright  steel,  with  contours  rounded,  not 
pointed,  having  borders  recessed  and  outrolled.  Plates  tend  to  de- 
v».*^elop  angles  in  ornamentation  only  at  rivets,  in  Gothic  manner. 
Composed,  its  authentic  elements  are  as  follows: 
Salade,  of  exceedingly  rare  form.  Timbre  is  broadly  rounded  and 
without  comb;  at  mid-point  perforated  for  attachment  of  heraldic 
crest;  its  lining  was  cushioned,  held  in  place  by  means  of  horizontal 
strap  fastened  by  nine  rivets  which  follow  closely  the  hind  border 
of  the  timbre.    Neck-guard  of  single  movable  lame  riveted  near 
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clasp  of  visor;  it  was  primitively  provided  with  cushion,  the  latter 
sewed  in  place  through  double  holes  pierced  at  intervals  of  two 
inches  near  free  border.  This  neck  defense  widens  backward;  at 
sides  1.3  inches;  it  attains  in  the  median  line  a  width  of  3.5  inches; 
here  it  is  rounded,  not  pointed.  Visor  articulated  with  timbre  is  of 
the  period,  but  adapted  to  the  present  casque;  it  develops  a  slight 
median  ridge;  its  ocularia  are  enclosed  in  outbent  borders.  Weighs 
4. lbs.  [salade]. 

Bevor,  with  separate  articulating  elements  for  chin  and  throat. 
Slight  median  ridge.  Chain  mail  at  back.  Part  of  a  vandyked  collar 
of  chain  mail  of  the  period  has  been  added. 

Breast-plate  of  two  plates.  The  pansiere  articulates  near  midpoint, 
on  low  ridge;  tip  ornament  partly  restored;  its  lateral  border  with 
raised  band. 

Taces  of  four  lames,  of  which  one  is  replaced. 

T assets  of  five  lames,  of  which  one  in  each  has  been  added;  they  bear 
meciian  ridge  and  are  symmetrical,  being  shorter  near  the  crotch, 
thus  arranged  for  the  saddle. 

Backplate  of  three  plates,  of  which  the  median  has  outrolled  bor- 
der for  the  neck.  Lateral  plates  begin  at  the  back  of  the  arm-pit. 
Garde-reins  of  four  lames,  of  which  one  is  modern. 
Entire  Arm  Defenses,  Including  Both  Gauntlets.  Spalliere  shoulders 
of  eight  lames,  rerebraces,  kops  with  fine  shells,  vambraces  with 
perforations  for  straps.  Gauntlets  en  suite, — miton  in  type,  knuckle 
plates  with  angular  embossing  at  joint,  single  metacarpal  plate,  the 
tips  of  fingers  protected  with  chain  mail. 

Upper  Leg  Defenses,  Both;  the  smaller  longitudinal  elements  at 
the  back  of  the  flank  restored. 

Greaves,  front  elements,  but  adapted  to  the  present  suit. 

The  sollerets  are  copied  from  a  genuine  specimen  closely  re- 
sembling one  of  a  pair  in  the  historical  collection  in  Vienna.  It  may 
be  remarked  that  of  authentic  Gothic  sollerets  there  are  described 
scarcely  more  than  eight  pairs. 

The  present  suit  comes  from  the  ancient  armory,  Lisbon,  with 
certain  elements  exchanged  in  order  to  complete  the  suit  more  ac- 
curately. It  belonged  to  a  French  minister  to  the  court  of  Portu- 
gal, to  whom  with  other  fragments  of  armor  it  was  presented  by  a 
director  of  the  national  armory  about  1870.  There  can  be  no 
doubt  that  the  suit  is  largely  of  German  origin,  like  much  of  the 
armor  of  its  period  worn  in  Portugal. 

For  a  Gothic  harness,  rarest  of  all  armor,  the  present  specimen 
is  little  restored,  in  good  condition  and  of  good  quality. 

If  a  hundred  suits  of  armor  were  found  in  the  markets  of  the 
world  it  is  safe  to  say  that  scarcely  one  of  them  would  antedate  1 500. 
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302.  Turkish  Armor  XVI  Century 

Consisting  of  copper-gilt  conical  casque,  hood  and  superb  hauberk, 
of  riveted  mail  of  large  rings. 

Casque,  shaped  as  rounded  dome  whose  apex  bears  spherical  orna- 
ment; richly  decorated  in  broad  zones  apical  and  marginal.  The 
marginal  band  denticulated  on  upper  border;  the  upper  points  de- 
veloping leaves.  From  these  leaves  grooves  proceed  upward,  divid- 
ing the  surface  of  the  casque  into  sectors  twelve  in  number,  one 
plain,  one  engraved,  alternating.  This  rich  casque,  curiously,  is 
not  of  steel,  as  in  Moslem  headpieces  usually,  but  is  of  hardened 
bronze  whose  surface  is  richly  gilded.  This  material  has  been  hard- 
ened to  such  a  degree  that  it  has  cracked  in  numerous  places.  That 
it  was  worn  by  a  great  personage,  there  can  be  no  doubt.  It  bears 
the  mark  of  the  ancient  arsenal  of  the  Sultans  in  Santa  Irene.  No 
original  rivets  are  present. 

The  present  casque  weighs  but  2.7  lbs.    Its  width,  8.6  inches, 
enabled  it  to  be  worn  with  a  turban. 


Hood  of  Mail,  arranged  with  the  present  casque,  bears  a  great 
nasal  tab  and  is  so  designed  that  while  its  sides  fell  to  the  shoul- 
der, the  front  and  back  extended  over  breast  and  shoulder  blades, 
terminating  in  transverse  borders.  It  could  evidently  have  been 
worn  with  or  without  casque.  Its  weight  is  3.5  lbs.  The  extraor- 
dinary feature  of  this  coiffe,  and  the  editor  has  seen  no  similar  one, 
is  that  each  ring,  of  wootz  steel,  bears  an  inscription  in  Arabic. 
This  is  probably  from  the  Koran,  the  name  of  Allah  appearing, 
as  a  charm  in  order  to  place  the  wearer  under  Divine  protection. 


Hauberk,  17  lbs.,  of  unusual  length,  with  long  sleeves.  It  is  made 
up  of  great  flattened  rings  [.7  inch  in  diameter]  of  wootz  steel, 
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each  bearing  religious  inscription;  borders,  however,  of  skirt  and 
sleeves  of  latten  rings,  four  rows  on  margin  of  skirt,  twelve  up  the 
front  where  the  hauberk  opened,  and  six  bordering  the  cuff.  This 
skirt  opens  in  the  early  manner  down  the  entire  front.  Sleeves  are 
curiously  tailored,  so  that  as  they  hang  on  the  figure  loosely  one 
can  nevertheless  picture  pretty  accurately  the  arm  within. 

While  the  present  hauberk  is  assigned  to  the  sixteenth  century, 
it  may  well  be  more  ancient.  Its  complete  opening  down  the  middle 
line,  its  pointed  cuffs,  its  great  length,  and  the  fall  of  the  point  of  the 
skirt  between  the  legs,  indicate  an  early  specimen.  The  pointed 
sleeves  suggest  the  condition  in  the  European  cyclas  of  the  four- 
teenth century.  Add  to  all  this  that  the  Koranic  words  are  in 
ancient  Arabic  script.    It  is  interesting  to  note  that  in  the

PART  OF  THE  ARTIST  WHO  MADE  THEM. 


Specimens  of  mail  bearing  inscribed  rings  are  exceedingly  rare, 
even  in  poor  condition,  and  with  characters  stamped  with  but  a 
single  die.  Of  the  nine  specimens  which  the  editor  has  examined, 
the  present  is  the  most  complete  and  the  most  beautifully  designed 
and  executed,  not  excepting  the  hauberk*  in  Cairo,  attributed  to  the 
Sultan  Selim  the  Magnificent. 

*  This  splendid  hauberk  was  several  years  ago  in  the  hands  of 
an  antiquary  in  Cairo,  who,  incidentally,  estimated  it  at  a  fantastic 
price. 
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
